Tlie Government, we under- 
stand, entertain the strong hope that by 
prudent engineering and probably prudent 
alterations, to reduce tho total cost of the 
lino to within seven millions. Some com- 
ments more or less stupid have been made 
with regard to the cxtr.as which are allow- 
ed in these contracts. They ani'ount to a 
quarter of a million on each of the con- 
tracts, or a million in all; but of eoiu'se 
not a dollar of this sum will bo paid un- 
less tlio work is actually done and certifi- 
ed in the UBiinl way.

A BYLAW 

To Bostilate the Saaitar7 OonOition of 
tho Oity of Vlotoila. 

Be it enacted by the Mayor and Coun- 
cil of tho Corporation of tho City of Vic- 
toria as follows: 

1. It shall not bo lawful to lot or occu- 
:. py,.' or suffer to bo occupied, us a (Iwolling 

any room unless tho following roqiiiro- 
moixts arc complied with, that is to say: 
Unless such room contain at all 
times at least 384 cubic foot of apaco 
for each person occupying tlio same. 
' (b^ Unless such room has a window 
made to open in a manner approved 
. . . by tEo Boai'd of Health, or Health 

^- " Officer of tho City. ' " 
' ■/•^Unless there is appurtenant to such 
room the usoof a ■n-.ater closet, earth 
ck'set or privy, furnished with pro- 
per doors or coverings, to tho satis- 
faction of tho Board of Elcalth or 
Health Officer of tlio City. 

2. Any person who lots, occupies, or 
knowingly sufibra to bo occupied, any 
room contrary to tho provisions of this 
Bylaw shall bo liable for every sucli of- 
fence to a penalty not exceeding §00, in 
the dfacrotion of any Justice of the Peace 
before whom ho may bo convicted. 

3. Any room in which any person passes 
tho night, or tlio principal part of tho 
night, shall bo deemed to bo occupied ns a 
dwelling withia tho nieniiing of this By- 
law. 

4. Whoro two convictions against tho 
provisions of this iJylaw relating to tho 
occupation of a room as a dwelling have 
taken place within three months (whether 
the poi'sons so convicted were or were not 
the same) any Justice of tho Penco may 
direct tho dosing of tho room so occupied, 
orof tho promises to which it belongs, for 
such time as he niaj- doom necessary, oi 
may empower tho lioard of IJcalth or 
Health Officer of the City permanently to 
doso tho same. 

5. This Bylaw may be cited for all pur- 
poses as " The Dwellings Bylasv, 1379."
